| AN OLD EXPERIMENT. 


China and Socialism. 


In the course of ;the debate in 
the House of C:mmonson capital- 
ism, Sir Alfred Mond made 4 re- 
ference to “the greatest experi. 
ment in‘Socialism ever tried,” 


i which lasted ia China fora hund- 


red and fifty years. This may have 
puzzled other than the Labour 
members, for most accessible 
works of reference make no 
mention of it, states “Observator “ 
There was, Lowever,a well-known 
Chinese exponent of Socialism, 
Mibh Leb, who flourished io the. 
fourth century’B.C, and prédmol- 
gated theories violently opposed 
to the philosophies of Confuciua 
and Laotze. By bim the in- 
dividual was sacrificed to the com- 
munity ; all art was eschewed a3 
luzory ; simplicity, equality and 
love were declared essentia!:—His 
followers went further, until the 
extremist communism was reach- 
ad, not only. of goods, ‘but of 
position and occupations also, 
‘Everyone, princes not excepted, 
was to grow his own corn and 
make his own clothes.”. . 


But, somehow, the Socialistic| . 


seed seems to have fallen on 
rather stony soil in China, except 
io so fer as the country 
has remained obstinately pacifist 
—and bas, curiously enough, 
survived through the ages while 
mighty ‘Empires made the 
eword have also perished by the 
aword. Or perhaps the system 
of Mib Teb proved unequal to 
the Napoleonic methods of the 
Emperor Shib, who reigned 
shortly afterwards, and is known 
to fame by the pleasantly con- 
trasted title of Builder of the 
Great Wall end Burner of the 
Books:— “Everything,. including 
literature, was to in with his 
reign; ead, acting on the advice. 
of his Prime Minister, he issued 
an order for the burning 
of all books, with the exception 
only of works relating to 
medicine, divination and agricul- 
ture. . ; . To carry out the 
scheme effectively the Emperor 
made a point.of examining every 
day about 120 Ib. weight of 
books, in order to get: rid of, 
auch as he considered to. be use- 


jess; and-he“further appointed’ 


a number of- inspectors to sea 
that -his orders were carried out. 
The result ‘was that about. 460 
scholars were: pat to death fur 
having disobeyed. the-. Imperial 


were banished for “life.” .&9 
arbitrary a potentate was little 
likely to have any sympathy 
with doctrines. of equality ‘and 
fraternity. 

But China is rot the oaly 
ancient covntry that has toyed 
with the Socislist idea. Even 
before Mih ‘Teb there was Kobad, 
who: succeeded to the Persian 
throne in 4°7 B.C, and-embraced 
the Socialistic teachings of a 
reformer named Mazdak, witn the 
uobeppy result thac bis people 
turned bim off the throne and 
imprisoned him. Then thera were 
mauy, a8 we know, touches 
of, Socialism in the organisation 
of Sparta, Does not Platarch 
tell how Lycurgus abolished gold 
and silver and “persuaded bis 
fellow-citizens to make ane parcel 
of all their land and divide it up- 
anew and to live with one another 
on & basis of entire uniformity: 
and sauality in the means of sub; 
sistence ”

Claims by Russian, Inventor, ; 


The Paria correspondent of an 
American daily ‘sent tha, follow. 
ing ilispatch fe ently: 

The Paris Press i ig taking gon- 
siderable interest in an invention 
of amazing possibilities credited 
to the Russian ‘engineer, Mak- 
honine, who has bean in Paris for 
several weeks, after outwitting 
the Bolshovik authorities. 

Makkoninoe is preparing to run 
between’ Paris and Nica, «with 
equipment at present used an the 
‘French railroads, a train to be 
propelled in shorter time and at 
loss expense then ever before has 
been the case, without a single. 
alteration of tolling stock. 

This train is to ha propelled 
without fuel, without water and 
with only a little naphtha, 13 
times smaller in quantity than is 
tiscessary to furnish fuel under 
tha hest conditions . hitherto 
known, | 

A technical writer in the Paris 
Hirsérition, who has examined 
Makhonine’s device, assures the 
readers of that conservative jo- 
urnal that the Russian’s inventian 
will revolutionise railroading thro- 
ughout France and Germans. 

The story of Makhonine, who 
is the husband of the singer, Nat- 
halie Ermolenko, reads like a tale 
from the. Arabian Nights. "It was 
in 1919 that the Russian inventor 
placed his invention before the 
Bolshevik Commnuttee on Inven- 


‘tions. ” 


This committee, consisting of 
such enlinent scientists as I. 0, 
Mikhailovsky, F. Blistanaff. G, 
Bogoliuboff, L. Secanine, T. Hart. 
man, A. Kaufman and others, did 
not pay serious attention to Mak- 
honine’s representation until last 
year. 

In March of that year the com- 
mission examined” Makhonine's 
pretentions and signed the con- 
clusion, which Makhonine brought 
with bim to France, that the 
inventor's device is all that he 


‘claims for it—namely, that he 


can, and did to the satisfaction 
of the committee, drive a train 
at an enormous rato of speed, 
without fuel without water, witb 
only a email quantity of naphtha, 
and that he drove that train with- 
out changing the existing equip- 
ment for motive power, rails and 
rolliaz stock, 

Only in the locomotive did 
Makhonine make any change 
whatever. That change consist- 
ed of removable parts which the 
inventor did net permit the cam. 
mittee to examine. ‘He always de- 
tached them.and ¢arried them off 
with him. 

These parts are apparently the 
secret from which Makhonine 
intends to benefit when his inven- 
tion shall have been commercially 
exploited. And ke is preparing 
to give a demonstration of the 
capacity of. his device on a run 
fram Paris to Nice. 

The Bolshevik Administration 
av. ailed itself readily of Makhon- 
‘ine's offer to run without. a stop 
from Petrograd to Mosenw, a 
distance of $50 kilometres, a train 
of ordinary construction; weigh- 
ing 590 tons. 

SEVENTY POUNDS OF FUEL, 

For this trip he estimated that 
70’ pounds of naphtha would be 
sufficient, as compared with tue 
930 pounds which would. be 
‘necessary for tke operation of 
any equipment until then known. 

The Soviet Administration au- 
thorised the use of the national 
railways for the experiment sug- 
gested by Makhonine, and the 
experiment. justified all expecta- 
tions, the Paris story goes. 

‘During the trip, however, the 
inventor jealously guarded his 
secret and carried his apparatus 
with him when he Jeft the 
locomotive. The Soviet author- 
itios. then asked him’ to exhibit 
the operation of his invention at 
Kiev, at Voronezh, at Riszan and 
in the Urals.

THE ROWSON OUTRAGE. 


For how long are tho British 
authorities going to put up with 
incidents such as the kidnapping 
by Chinese bandits of Mr. Row- 
son, of the British American 
Tobacco Company? Yesterday 
we were able to give some further 
details of the plight in which this 
young men.now tinds himself as 
a direct result of the lawlessness 
which prevails in South China, 
Apart from any question of per- 
sonal daoger to Mr. Roweon's 
life, which, happily, does not 
appear great at tho moment, the 
outrage. is a decided insult to 
British prestige and to foreign 
tights in general. It has occurred 
almost, as it were, within a 
stone’s. throw of Hongkong and 
in territory which is within the 
jurisdiction of, the’ Canton au- 
thorities. Mr. Rowson, more- 
over, is a Hongkong man. Un- 
fortunately, however, the ‘Hong- 
kong Government appears to 
have focus stendi in the matter, 
by reason of the fact that the 
affair hes teken place in a foreign 
country and must therefore 
be dealt with by the Foreign 
Office through the consular ger- 
We learn that the Consuls 
at Canton and at’ Pakhoi are 
onorgotically concerning them- 
selves with the incident, but we 
doubt if much satisfaction is 


likely to be obtained in Chinese 


official quarters, for the simple 
reason that governmental control 
in. Kwangtung at the moment 
‘does not extend far beyond Can- 
ton city. ‘

The 
Chinese may have their internal 
wars, they may plot one against 
another, kill oach other and 
reduce one another's property to 
ruins. That is their own business. 
But if, as an outcome thereof, or 
for any other reason. the lives of 
foreigners are placed in jeopardy, 
thoy cannot expect us to stand 
by acd watch what is occurring 
with supreme indifference. Chi- 
nese authorities, whether in the 
South or in the North, must be 


‘jmade to understand. that they 
will be held responsible whea| 


Britishers' are forcibly carried 
into captivity by bandit gangs. 
It is their duty to guarantee due 
and adequate protection. Ifthey 
cannot discharge that duty, then 
they must not complain if strong 
punitive measures are taken by 
the injured nation, In the case 
under notice, Mr. Rowson was 
pursuing his calling as a British 
business man in Chine when he 
was seized and humiliated by 
armed bandits, who still hold him 
in captivity, This kind of thing 
must cease, and it is about time 
the British euthorities plainly 
intimated that point in the pro- 
per-quarters. ~
